BYRON, MOORE AND HUNT. 

These ore the three greatest poets of the ago. 

"rtiey are the only poets who .have characters 
of their own, who are above imitation. Byron 
is dark and magnificent; grand aiffi impressive; 
you hold your breath while he is pponouncing 
his inspiration. Moore is light, fanciful and 
luxuriant—when he sings, you arc looking a- 
bout you for smiling eyes and lips to return 
your expression of delight: you can almost fan¬ 
cy yourself by the foaming goblet—and under¬ 
neath the wreathing of rosea and grape vines; 
with butterflies flitting about amd multitudes of 
naked cherubs dancing before you with their 
bows of myrtle and quivers of sunbeams. Hunt 
is exquisite—peculiar—and yrhimsical—when 
his spirits touch their nameless instruments you 
are standing tiptoe to catch the tricksy min¬ 
strelsy as it passes away in the heavens, or 
bending to the earth and listening as if some 
fairy fingers were at work below you. The 
former is the least of a poet. The second the 
most: he is all imagination—poetry and inven¬ 
tion—all butterfly visions and loose, voluptuous 
dreaming. 1'he third is not so fine a poet as 
the second—but a much more faithful one— 
Byron is a dramatist: the others are poets. By¬ 
ron has no imagination—but is wonderful at 
observation—he is made a noet by experience 
and feeling. Moore has no feeling—and would 
have been just as exquisite a poet if he had 
never seen a butterfly or a flower, provided he 
had dreamed of one. Hunt has exquisite feel¬ 
ings—^but they are not searching—not consuming 
—they are chaste & holy; he too is made a poet 
by the fresh air and the leafy garlands, aud red 
berries of the mountain’s ash and such inspir¬ 
ing subjects. Both of the latter have abundant 
imagination, that of Moore is the richest—and 
that of Hunt tlic most delicate. Byron's woman 
isa creature for worship—for the awful idola¬ 
try of love—that falls prostrate in its homage; 
she is the inhabitant of a temple. Moore’s is 
the companion of the banqueting room—or the 
wild honey suckle bower—a creature iimdc 
only for love—who dissolves in your embrace. 
Hunt’s is the companion of man—the mother 
—and the wife:—all delicacy and fine tender¬ 
ness without sqeamishness or sickly sentiment; 
a creature to be clasped to your heart *i all 
times In confidence and respect. Byron’s paint¬ 
ings are all savage—theromajicc of the wilder- ! 
ness; the solitudes of the desert; the tunmlts of I 
the ocean; mountiins; thunders and torrents; I 
banditti—spoilers—pirates; battle and slaugli- ' 
ter; lolc, not the love, with whicli common 
minds are familiar, but the love that works on 
the bruin, a silent madness: these are Ids Oicmes. 
Moore is all sunshine: his pictures are all glitter 
fancy and finish; all warmtli, all glow—throng¬ 
ing with phantasies—and brcatliing willi music. 
Hunt’s arc indcserihahle: minuteness but not 
littleness; exquisite finish—but the finisbiiig of 
a master that does every thing with a touch— 
hut a loiieli placed .not like Byron’s once, iw in 
deVperation, that startles you into wonder or 
abhorrence; not like Moure’s, ns if one hand 
studied the other where he feigiiuU to place it 
in the hurry oC his inspiration-hut merely put 
in exactly where it should be-^-cxactly in the 
right place; a single word dues this witli Hunt, 
a single word! and he will express mure by it 
than any other man on eartli can with all the 
powers of language; every touch witli Hunt’s 
pencil leaves a smiling lip or a bright eye on 
the ivory. Byron is a iiiisaiitlirope; Moore a 
Toluptuary; Hunt a_ Christian. The first ap- 
'proachos his Maker in awe; the second in care¬ 
lessness (sec his sacred songs;) the third in af¬ 
fection, os a son approaches u fatlicr. Byron 
frowns on every thing—.views every object be¬ 
neath the skies in gloom and hopelessness.-^ 
Mooro^njoys life without feeling, without 
frowning or lauriiing, but in gentlemanly apa¬ 
thy. Hunt with a smile and a heaving of tlio 
heart. Byron isa proud man; Moore a vain 
one; and Hunt, the mind filled with unaflected 
simplicity, with a tincture of vanity, hut not 
that of Moore’s; liis vanity, like his poetry, is 
his own and unlike that of any olh^ man. By¬ 
ron makes your heart swell; he lim you from 
the earth; you bend when he nods, and shake 
when he utters his voice. Moore melts nnd 
enchants yop, you are delighted with him, und 
ashamed of yourself, when you reaiivor, for 
being delighted witli bipi. You can think again 
and again of the emotions that the former a- 
woko and feel more, and more the dignity, of 
your nature; you will unconsciously lift yotir 
bead and breathe freer as you repeat his lines; 
but you win not trust yourscif to tliink of Moore, 
Tpu feelas if you had acted unwortliy of your 
nature, like Achilles caught in petticoats. Hunt 
surprises you into unexpected admiration. The 
first describes creation, and nil her wonders in 
a single sentence;' the second dwells for a mo¬ 
ment on every thing, but completes nothing; 
the third could write a volume on an insect; 
nnd would show miracles in the veriest stone. 
Byron speaks to you liken monarch, whiV is 
absolute from your veneration, os Buonaparte; 
the second like a Persian salrup, who is a des- 
imt from fashion, Ac Uiird like some prince like 
Troderick Ui6 Great, wlio knhws how to con¬ 
ceal that he Is your master. The sway of the 
first is over the heart; of the second over tlio 
body; of (he tliird over the mind. The domin¬ 
ions of one are definite, hja ia an empire it is 
true—but an empire the tmundaries of which 
are stupendous os to be known by natives only, 
they are iinmoroable; a kingdom that is not to 
be enlarged or extended; those of the second 
are always contracting; of the third are always 
extending, augmenting in sccresy. 

The first lerrifiee yug anil provokes your 
rondeinriStiOD. The second delights yoa 
and when you should condemn, you are 
InoJIrequently prevented by the artifices 
of ynur beatl; nr the subtlety of his mnsir; 
the Ihird delights you also, he never terri¬ 
fies you, but you ere frequeiitly slat Ued.— 
The first is an oigsn, all grandeur and 
sublimity, with trumpets, harps end Jiaut- 
Icys’, the aecond a flute, full of roluptu- 
nos biealhings, forever singing and siyh- 
ing; the thifd > mosical lioi, a glauichcrd 
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or some nameless instrument in ministure 
perfection to be played upon by insects. 

One is a man, a bad one I grant you, 
bn t a great one. I'be second ia an elegaui 
profligate, all finish and touch—the Ches¬ 
terfield of poets with no heart, and filled 
with the mockery of passion; a sort of 
fashionable high flowo sentimentality; qual¬ 
ified for Ihe seduction of a school girl- 
hut not a full grown woman of spirit in the 
maturity of iutellect—and a judge of men; 
a man not dangerous to men, but abundant¬ 
ly, so to Ibe siekly creatures of fashionable 
life—whether masculine or feminioe, and 
to the latter mure by his writings than 
language. Moore could wheedle ■ pretty 
woman out of a oosegay, bat Byron would 
make her throw her crown at bis feet if 
she was a princess, and step from her 
throne lo kneel to him. Moore never 
conld be a great man in any situation, nor 
indeed could Hunt. Hunt is too good, and 
Moore too vain for tueb things. Byron 
has too much dandy aflectatioo. Moore 
loo much flutter and splendor and flourish; 
Hunt too much delicate littleness and pro¬ 
priety. i'he second would be, unworthy of 
friendship, the first would be loo dangerous 
for such u sentiment, and besides unquali¬ 
fied for It, from bis unsocial, sullen habits 
of meditation; but the third! be would be 
the dearest of intimates. The first could 
not understaod your thoughts aud would 
not commuuicate his own; would be haugh¬ 
ty and repulsive. 'Ilte second officiously 
iinpertineut in bis sympathies, forever hum¬ 
ming a song ID ynur ear, and utterly life¬ 
less but in the company uf coxcombs and 
women; uuworthy of confidence, unfit to 
be triisied, wilh too much levity and buoy 
ancy for feeling anJ too much of the fainilisr 
Dandyitm for the dignity oflriendship; 8i 
(on little vehemence, thought ur originali¬ 
ty for a lover. To the third you might 
yield your aoul as a friend and your heart 
aa a lover,io confidence and (ecnriiy. lie 
forever would excite an unqnaliried divnliun 
in the chosen one of his aflVctiius: Soiue- 
thing of a hallowed lurrendering of the 
spirit, that can only be seen in his own 


poetry; the second would enkindle the 
flippant tenderness of novels, the enthusi¬ 
asm of sixteen (hut rade.s, .ond die.-; but 
the third a maiden like affection that blushes 
trembles and tbves in 1 1 uth and secrecy. A 
'love for (he first would be largely mingled 
with awe, and nothiiig of su^picioD; n«tliing 
of jealousy; for the secon'l there would be 
none of the former but much of the latter, 
nnd !ii|lc or no respect; for the third it 
would ha that afiVciion (list conte>> k dwells 
in throbs and tears without reproarh, with 
enough ot dignity and equanimity to give 
aancti'y tocridearnieiit, and enough of ten¬ 
derness to Irinnble easily, with a holy res¬ 
pect, but no levereiice, no awe. 

Byron is a port <if observation and mem¬ 
ory; Moore nt imagination, pleasure and 
fancy; Hunt nfiha fiiiest feelings and ninat 
•ciupulnus taste. Tlie first rhould write 
n’thing but irageifq>s; (he second tmtliing 
but anngs; and (he third nothing but the 
scenery of nature in its purity and bimplici- 
ty. I hi' first we teeogniEC every where 
with an iiivnlubtary stooping of respect; 
the secend we only know to hlyther mo- 
men'"; of one Vve rememtxT the thought, 
ut ('.re other the language, (^oe comes upon 
us when «e hepr h niHiily lentuceot n- 
pressed in (liouglit, be it wbeie it will; the 
other when some ii'nie m a coucert reminds 
iiB of melodies wy faive beard in our sleep.

THE SOLDIER’S ORPHAN. 

A Tale of Waterloo, 

I overtook on the road a regiment of Higli- 
londers, tlien on their march for Cork, where 
they were to embark for the Netherlands. It 
was a beautiful morning in the Spring of 1816. 

The sun was shining bright, and the arms and 
accoutrements were glittering in his rays. The 
waving plumes, martial dross, and military mu¬ 
sic, soon dissipated the clouds of despondency 
from an imagination young and ardent, and o- 
peqed a long vista of glory. In a few moments 
fancy had glided over (he w hole career, and 
restored me in high rank, and covered with 
honours to ray native village, to ray niotlier, and 
to my A-iends. The first step to this ideal pro¬ 
motion was easily obtained. In a few miniitos 
I liud the honour of being enrolled a private in 
the 7Sth Highlanders; and, before my arrival at 
Cork, was lixlly equipped in the garb of the 
warlike Celts. 

I need nut detain you with an acrount of my 
dull and uninteresting life, after our arrival in 
Belgium, previous lo the memorable fight of 
Waterloo. The night before the battle I was 
pacing backwards and forwards, a solitary sen¬ 
tinel at one of our out-posts. There was a 
weight in the midnight atmosphere that spread 
an unwonted gloom over my soul. There was 
a silence throughout the whole of our army 
which formed a striking contrast to tlie ioud 
shouts of the enemy as they passed the night In 
carousing around their watch-fires. I should 
not perhaps, call it silence, and yet it was some¬ 
thing like it; but not the silence of sleep. The 
stern and sullrn sound with which the word &. 
countersign were exchanged; the low but deep 
tone in 'vhieh the necessary orders for the fol¬ 
lowing day were given; the sign of contending ' 
feelings in the soul, which almost resembled the 
groans extorted hy bodily pain from the wound¬ 
ed, were all still more audihlc than the distant 
e.I'.ing uf tho armourer, and the snorting und 
prancing of the steed, and showed, tlnrt all a- 
round was waking watchfulness and anxiety. 

About tho middle of the night I received a I 
visit from a young man witli whom 1 had form¬ 
ed an intimate aequaintaiicc. Vl( wasUio only 
sou of a gentleman of large property in tho 
south of Ireland; but having rui|mcd an -attach¬ 
ment to u beautiful girl in lii|mblo life, aud 
married hor ag;iiust the will of his father, ho 
had been disinheritted and turntd out of doors. 
The youtli had soon reason ti» repent of his 
rashness. Itis wife was beautiful, virtuous and 
xTectionatc; but her want uf educ:ilion, &.entiro 
umie.qiiaintanco vvilli those polished manners &. 
little elegancies of life to which he had been 
accustomed, soon dissolved iigich of the charm 
which her beauty amt artlcs.sncss had nt first 
thrown around him. After struggling for some 
time with poverty and dlscontcnl, he enlisted in 
a regiment of be-avy ilriiguons; and, being or-j 
dered lo the Continent, left liis wife, witli an 
infant duugliter, in a wretched lodging in Lon¬ 
don. Chance brought us togctlicr iii Belgium; 
and a similarity uf tastes soon produced a 
friendship. 

Depressed ns I was in spirit myself, 1 wqs 
struck with (he molam-holy tone in w hich tliat 
night he accosted me. lie felt a presentiment, 
he said, that he would nut survive the balUe of 
Ihe ensuing day. He wished to bid me fare¬ 
well, and to intrust to my care his portrait, 
which, with his farewell blessing, was all he 
had to bequeath to bis w-ifn and child. Ab¬ 
sence bad renewed, or rattier doubled, all his 
fondness for Uio former, and portrayed lier in 
all the witching loveliness Uiat had won his 
boyish aHectioli. He talked of her while tJie 
tears ran down his cheeks, and conjured me, if 
ever I reached Englaiul, to find her out, and 
make known her case to his father. In vain, 
while I pledged my word to tho fulfilment of 
his wishes, I endeavoured to cheer him wilh 
better hopes. He listened in mournful silenco 
to all I could suggest; flung his arms round my 
neck, wrung my hand, and wc parted. I saw 
him hut once again. It was during tlie hottest 
part of the next and terrible day, when, wilh a 
noise that drowned even the roar of the artille¬ 
ry, Sir William Ponsonby’s brigade of cavalry 
dashed past our hollow square, bearing befuru 
them, in that tremendous charge, the flower of 
Napoleon’s chivalry. Par ahead even of his 
national regiment, I aaw (he manly figure uf 
my friend. It was but for a moment. 'Pho 
next instant he was fighting in the centre of tlie 
enemy’s squadron; and the clouds of smoko 
that closed in masses round friend and foe hid 
him from my view. When the battle was over 
and all w-as hushed but the groans oflhe woun¬ 
ded, ond the triumphant shouts and rolling 


had followed her husband through a land of 
strangers, and over the pathless sea; tlirough the 
crowded city, and the busUing camp, till she 
found him stretched on the battle fieli^ .Perhaps 
she came in time to receive his partinjt'Bigh, and 
her spirit, quittiu^ its worn out tenement of clay, 
winged its way with his to Him who gave them 
being. With the assistance ofsoineofiny 00 m- 
rddos, I consigned tliis liaploss pair lo Iheearth, 
wrapped in the same military cloak; ond envel¬ 
oping tlie infant, this dear child of my adbpdon, 
in my plaid, 1 returned lo tho spot where ogr 
regiment lay.—A. P. C.

'Copies of tbe Circular have Useo placed 
inlhe bands of the principal Collectors, ol 
whom they may be had by such masters of 
vessels or others going abroad as may be 
willing to aid io carrying into effect a de¬ 
ign believed to give promise of public 
utility. 

ciRODLin ] TnEASuRY Department, 
tieplember, 6, IB27. 
Sin: Tbe President is desirnua of caus¬ 
ing to be intrcdoced into t!ie U. States all 
such trees and plants from other countries 
not heretofore known in tbe United Slates, 
as may give promise, under proper culti¬ 
vation, of flourishing and becoming useful, 
as well as superior varieties of such as are 
already Cultivated here. To this end i 
have his directions to address myself to you, 
invoking yi^ur aid to give effect to the plan 
that he has in view. Forest trees useful 
for timber; grain of any description; fruit 
trees; vegetables for the table; esculent 
roots; and in short, plants of whatever na 
tiire, whether useful as food for man or tbe 
domestic animals, or for purposes conosci- 
ad will) manufactures or any of tbe useful 
arts, fall within the scope of the plan-pro- 
posed. A specification of some of them to 
be had in the country where you re8ide 
and believed to fall under one or other uf 
the above heads, is given el the foot of this 
letter, as samples merely, it not being in 
tended to exclude others of which you may 
yoUrself have knowledge, or be able, on 
inquiry, to obtain knowledge.

Sir —I have the satisfaction to state 
that ilie‘original proceedings’of the Gen¬ 
eral Court Martial, which convened nl 
Mobile the 6th of December, 1814, have 
list been found. 

In one of the Dcparlmehts, there is 
recess, in which a variety of old papers, 
Stc, have been deposited, as I am iofnimed, 
ever since the removal of the Adjutant 
General's Office Io this building, in June 
821. It was here, amidst this mass of 
promisenous papers, (wilh which, no doubt 
it had leroained sereral years unknown) that 
Mr. Williams, the first Clerk, tliia morn¬ 
ing discovered a bundle, containing pro. 
ceedings of sundry Courts Martial, of war 
date, and among these the document whicli 
bas been so long missing and absent from 
the appropriate place of record.
